ENGLAND. 


The Irish Land Bill Again. 


LONDON, June 15,1870. 


In tne House of Lords last night Earl Granvllle 


moved the second reading of the Irish Land bill. 
He said, refraining from partisan topics, he would 
simply demonstrate the necessity for this legislation. 
The law as it stood at present was confessedly un 
satisfactory. The tenure of land in Ireland was in 
secure, and abrupt evictions without compensation 
for Improvements made by the tenant were com 
toon. The landlords had their grievances too. Hents 
were lower and their payment les» certain in Ire 
land than in any other country In Europe, while the 
Interest on bonds and mortgages was greater. He 
referred to toe difficulties landlords had with their 
tenants and the outrages whicn had been committed 
and analyzed the previous attempts at legislation on 
tho subject. A final settlement was now sought foi 
It had been Impossible hitherto, but now It was pos- 
sible. He proceeded to show that the tendency of 
the present scheme was to produce prosperity, orde 
and peace. 


The Duke of Eichmonddenled that there was a ne- 


cessity for the introduction of the bill. He read a 
number of letters to prove .that landlords are all 
gentleness add consideration. Exceptions, he said, 
were possible, but too few to warrant the present 
legislation. After urging otb-r objections the noble' 
lord said he should not oppose the measure for fear 
a worse one might follow its rejection; but he hoped 
certain amendments which he suggested would be 
adopted.

Earl Russell advocated the passage of tha bill 


without further amendment. 


Lord Duffertu saia large landlords defended tha 


provisions as tney stood, aad he deprecated any 
alteration. 


The Marquis of Salisbury spoke against and the 


Earl of Kimberlcy for the bill.

The Reform Act Amendments. 


LONDOU, June 15—Night. 


In the House of Commons to-night, Mr. Hardcastle 


moved the second reading of the bill to amend the 
Reform Act. He said tne object of this mea-ure was 
to repeal the clause In the Reform act creating mi- 
nority representation, against which he recited the 
objections which have over and over again been 
urged. 


Mr Gladstone admitted that the principle ben e 


fitted the liberals. He thought minorities should be 
heard, but insisted that they always had a hearing 
In tripartite elections and not unfreeiuently In 
torougns choosing two members. In fact, a party 
having a majority In one borough was ollen in the 
minority In another. He finally announced that In 
view of the intended introduction of the ballot he 
should vote for the repeal of the minority clause, 
is Mr. Walter begged for a postponement of action 
until the next census and icdistrlbutlon of seats had 
been made. 


Messrs. Burton, Fawcette and others opposed the 


amendment 


Mr. Disraeli invoked a further trial of the present 


system and Mr. Eathbone thought it had not been 
Shoroughly tested. 


The bill passed to a second reading by a small 


majority, and the House adjourned.

He sup- 
ported His motion in a speech of some length, taking 
the ground that ail English-speaking countries 
should concur. 


Mr. Gladstone In reply said the government had 


carefully considered the Question, and though t it 
better to leave the subject to the ecclesiastical 
authorities, The revision of the Bible was of du- 
bious utility, tedious and untimely. 


At length the motion was withdrawn, and soon 


alter ttie House adjourned.

TOMY BIDDERS BOOH. 


Ten Tears in the Jersey Statn Prison- 


Tommy Sheds Tears of Repentance and 
Appeals for Mercy—His Wife in Court. 
The trlaljof Tommy Hadden and Thomas T. PISc 


was concluded In the Court of Quarter Sessions at 
Jersey City yesterday. After the opening Of the 
court, District Attorney Garretson summed up for 
the State and submitted that the testimony had been 
most conclusive against the prisoners. 


Judge Randolph then charged the jury. At the In- 


stigation of tae counsel for the prisoners he con- 
sented to strike out the count for burglary, but the 
charge of erand larceny remained for the jury 
to dispose of. He then went into the evidence 
in detail, and gave the case to the jury about 
noon. The court then loolc a recess, but Judge Kan- 
dolph had not departed from the court when the 
jury returned a verdict of guilty against both 
prisoners. 


\V hen the court reassembled after recess Judge 
Randolph told the nrisoners to stand up. Tommy 
Hadden thereupon addressed the Court and stated 
that he had a family of fourteen, and prared the 
Conit to take this Into consideration. He begged the 
Court not to send Mm to the State Prison. 
Judge Randolph then addressed the prisoners 
in some feeling remarks. 
The prisoners were 
found guilty of stealing $2,000 worth, of goods from 
the residence of Michael Martin. The appeal made 
by Hadden on account of his family could have no 
weight with the court. He should have thought of 
his family when he perpetrated this Inexcusable 
crime It was necessary for the protection of 
life and property In New Jersey that thieves 
should be taught the lesson that their crimes cannot 
go unpunished. Ihe offence charged wa» a very se- 
rious one and he could see nothing calculated to ex- 
tenuate the offence. An example should be made 
which would deter others from pursuing a similar 
course. The sentence of the court was that the 
prisoners, Hadden and Pike, be confined in the 
State Prison for the term of ten years each. 
Duiing the delivery of the Judge's remarKs Had- 
den wept bitterly, and the moment sentence was 
pronounced his wife, who was In court and who 
was quite unprepared for such an announcement, 
shrieked out and wept for several minutes. Both 
husband and wife continued to cry heartily till the 
prisoners were removed from the court. 
A man named Pat Waterson, who resides near 
the torse radioad depot, Is under bonds for 
trial 
as 
an 
accomplice 
of tne 
prisoners. 
Warerson Is an old chum of Hadden. 
The 
public fcelinE at the prompt action of Judge Ran- 
dolph In the case Is one of universal approval. The 
influence brought to bear by Hadden's friends had 
no weight whatever. 
Watcrsoii's case will be 
brought before the next Grand Jury.

them to elect as President a man. whose character 
.they thoroughly Snow, and who aiso knows them— 
who knows, that Is, the sort of qualities and con- 
duct by which he has won their respect and by 
virtue of which alone he can remain tae same man 
who won thas respect.

of whom America Uas-unrortunately had so many, 
cannot out be deficient in the very elements of the 
experience by which he ought to be guided. He has 
owed his choice to an accident, and is apt to thinlc 
that he shall Keep by accidental Hits the eminence he 
nas accidentally gained. A man in General Grant's 
posi'Jon knows better. 
He is perfectly well aware 
that he owes all the success he has gained and all 
his popularity to the constancy of a clear purpose, 
never wavering to a moment in choosing the most 
obvious and rational means to a Wain cud. Of 
course he is not now going to hazard that reputation 
by becomine tricky and Macaiavelian. 
Probably 
he could not if he would, but also he would not if he 
couid. He is fully aware that ms country appre- 
ciates fidelity, perseverance, shrewd good sense aad 
strict adhss'ion to the law. What could be more In- 
sane than to abandon the line of conduct absolutely 
natural to him, by which he rose, and take to play- 
ing a game ol political hazard instead ? If ever 
there was a clear evidence of the advantage of put- 
ting at tne head of the administration a man whom 
tlte people Know and trust, and who, in his turn, 
knows and trusts tha people, it Is this conduct of 
General Grant on an occasion which would have 
been to many or his predecessors -one of unusual 
hesitation and temptation, whereas lie has in all 
probability never hesitated a moment about Ills 
coarse— never even felt the temptation to hesitate. 
It is a very remarkable thing that democratic insti- 
tutions Uave so often latied in fluding for the head of 
the executive government the man wfio beat under- 
stands his nation and whose conduct is thoroughly 
understood by it. At the present moment indeed 
General Grant and Napoleon III. are probably both 
Instances of a fairly successful choice of tills kind. 
Yet we can easily see how difficult it is to attain suc- 
cess when we consider how rarely it happens that a 
direct popular vote can be taken on a name thor- 
oughly familiar to a whole nation, unless the Parlia- 
mentary system be In full operation and the people 
have had the chance of measuring the power ol a 
miiuby his aficcndiiuc.viti Parliament. 1'hii has sci- 
diim be^n possible Cither In the Unlt< ' Stiir.es or 
Prance, simply lor this reason, that In neither coun- 
try has Parliament harl sufficient; national influence 
to \rJn «ny close popular attention to its debates; 
nor will, tiiis tie likely to happen unless It bs en- 
trusted with the important dutv of selecting the gov- 
ernment.

Even m England, where all oiir 
leading statesmen are so fully ntid keenly appre- 
ciated, If once the "right of cnoosmi: the Prime Min- 
ister were taken from Parliament and delegated to 
the people We should soon find parliament waning 
rapidly in influence, Parliamentary deoatea losing 
all their Importance and spirit, and, as a conse- 
quence, a growing papular Ignorance of tne candi- 
dates most flt for political power. Of course such 
an event, as the great war would have marked out 
the late DuKe of Wellington for a Prime Mlniiterslilp, 
just as the civil war m America marked oat. General 
Grant, and had we at that time no elllclent Parlia- 
mentary government the IJnke would undoubtedly 
have been chosen by the Enelish people, and uhosen 
for precisely tbe same sort of qualities— lorUludc, 
sagacity, immovable sense on the few subjects within 
ins own sphere ot thought— for whicli General Grant 
has been chosen cy the American people. And no 
doubt, too,

complications 
with 
foreign 
nations, 
would 
have 
acted 
the -same 
cool, 
sensible part 
which General 
Grand is playing now. 
But 
then, in tlie first place, those conspicuous public 
events which familiarize a whole people with one- or 
two great men, Use great wars, are fortunately of 
very rare occurrence, and no sooner will tiie gene- 
ration which fougiit the Amencau civil war have 
died out thau the people will have no further cuid- 
ance for their choice than tne insignificant contests 
to which nobody particularly attends in the Senate 
or the House, of Representatives of tte United 
States. And then, in the next place, how little the 
people learn of the qualities of mind most essential 
to them by even such achievements as those of the 
Duke of Wellington or General Grant! We know 
tiowpoor a political Prime Minister the Bake of 
Wellington made. The Americans hardly know tha 
same of General Grant; for they nave not yet had 
full opportunities for measuring his very limited 
political capacity.- But enough has happened since 
iis election to show that he is by no means equal to 
exercising influence at all, good or bad, on a 
great many of 
the most important political 
questions 
of • the 
day— finance, 
for 
instance, 
among the 
' flrst— and 
it 
is 
quite 
certain 
that if America had 
had 
equal means of 
snowing the iirmness and constancy and good sense 
of any genuinely well informed politician, the choice 
of such a man as President would have been already 
run of benefits to America which General Grant, 
Trom tic extreme limitation of his political know- 
ledge and interests, has not been able to confer. It 
is a great .thing, no doubt, that he .has tne coafl- 
icnce iu.nlmself and in his countrymen which ena- 
D!es him to interfere just now with so .high a hand 
to prevent a war pregnant with innumerable calami- 
ties. But a .statesman, if as well- known to the 
people as General Grant— as well known to Ameri- 
cans, say, as Mr. Gladstone is to us— would have had 
quite equal confidence in himself and In his country- 
men, 
and won'.d, .besides, nave felt that confidence 
on a hundred other subjects on which the expression 
of an authoritative judgment would at once turn tEe 
scale of public opinion. What American institutions 
seem to us to want most Is the means -of fa- 
miliarizing the country with such 
statesmen. 


And tnis we do not see how the republic can 
ever have till it gives to Consrress the paramount 
mportance attaching to a body which elects and 
can remove the administration. Under exceptional 
circumstances the Americans may know enough of 
heir leading men to select one in every, respect 
rustwortUy, and, in all matters with which he is 
conversant, sagacious. But even, then they will not 
know enough to elect one who is sagacious on the 
majority of political questions submitted to his 
udgment, and this is really what they want. For 
)ur purposes, . for the purpose of .all foreigners, 
America could hardly have a better President than 
he quiet man now at'the head of affairs, wno is so 
lioroughly bent oa enforcing the law, and being 
guided by tne wish of tne majority of his country- 
men. Bat while we recognize this most heartily, we 
anuot help seeing how much better it would be for 
he American republic if It had the means of 
hoosing men as competent to aavlse and act for 
hem on all matters as General Grant Is on plain 
uestions of international duty like that on which 
^e lias just acted so promptly and so effectually.

Oriental Laborers on the Soil of Massachu- 


setts. 


[North Adams, Maes. (June 14) Correspondence of the 
Boston Advertiser.l 
The flrst trial of Cliiniue labor" In the Eastern 
Stales has begun to-day in this pleasant Berkshire 
village. 
A body of intelligent Oriental laborers 
tread, for Hie lirst time, New England aoll uiiuer the 
shadow of Hoosic Mountain. The swarthy stnxngers 
seem to enjoy the novel sights among which tney 
are placed. Tha New Knglauders receive ttiern cor- 
dially, ana with i hearty welcome, mingled with in- 
tense curiosity, while emigrants from tiie outer Bide 
of tae world, Frenchmen ;uul Irlsli men and women, 
regard the syectaclo with bitter anger and disgust, 
and breathe horrible tlireaia which they do not dare 
to execute. 
The seventy-five Chinese laborers wUo came 
iierc under contract to Mr. Calvin T. Sumpson, 
to make shoes, 
nrrlved 
yesterday afternoon. 
For several days the railroad station had been 
crowded on the arrival of the Western train by 
indignant Crispins, waiting 
to see the 
new 
corners, and yesterday the crowd was very dense, 
being augmented by many peaceable townspeople, 
drawn cut by curiosity only. As soon as the blue 
shirts, long cues aua queer faces were seen the air 
was filled with hoots and ail kinds of taunting 
shouts. The Chinese were atilte Imperturbable, aud 
did not even mind the appellations of wrath, yelled 
into their ears from tlie wayside. An ample polloe 
force was in attendance, aud tue company marched 
in column slowly through tthe streets to Mr. Sflrnp- 
sou's shop. There was the greatest deliberation of 
movement, so that ample opportunity for attack ivas 
given, but though tlie wildest"threats of vengeance 
were shouted no general attack was made. Some 
stones were thro\vn, sevnral Chinamen were liustied 
and one was struct. Two leading oflenders were 
arrested, promptly arraigned 
before a justice 
aud lined. Alter an exciting scent: or threatened 
riot, lasting nearly Half an hour, the new workmen 
were safely housed Iu Mr. Sampson's shup, doubly 
guarded to prevent attempts or blowing up, of wliieii 
threats were freely made. 
To-day the Chinamen have devoted to resting 
washing, arranging the new quarters set apart"for 
them aud looking about IMS scraage country. Xo 
attempt has been made to molest tnem in the pre- 
mises of the factory, and none of them have ven- 
tured abroad or will do so at present. They seem in 
excellent spirits, chatting briskly wisn each other in 
their tongue, or with Yankees in such Eii"lish as 
they can command, many or tnem speaking very well. 
Several have tried experiments with the machinery 
of the establishment and show a facility ana eager- 
ness in learning UK trade whicn atirprisei those 
Who have' been most sangntme of the success of the- 
experiHient. The foremen say they have never caught 
any green hands wno took hold so well at the start 
Nearly all are young men, all small iu stature 
and some apparently mere boys. A part of taem 
are direct iroin Climarand even those wno have 
been some time in California have no experience in 
making shoes. 
Many citizens of tha town have 
visited the strangers to-day, and all brmg away a 
favorable im-Bression, while man-y are confident of 
having the new corners as recruits to their Suutlay 
school classes in a few weeks. 


The curious crockery and cooking utensils, count- 
ing machines, chopsticks aud other baggage whisli 
the stranucrs have brought wicu them and'their • 
novel costumes ax scrutinized with much interest, 
but the new comers themselves are treated wltn per- 
fect respect, and have such mud treatment as prob- 
ably no Chinaman ever received on American soil 
before. By to-morrow they will havartheir cookffig 
aud other Hvlng arrangements in running order 
and will go to work iii-the suops to earnest 
Tne white shoemakers of the town are in a high 
state or wrath, but see-no way of venting it effect 
ualiy. The Crispin Association \3 very strong here, 
there being four or five other large shops, and have - 
hitherto had 'everything their own way aud carried' 
matters with a digit nand. A prominent leader of. 
the order, from Boston, is here, and the Crispins are 
holding a secret meeting to-night, out tt Is not 
thought probable anything serious wjll be done to 
disturb Mr. Sampson's arrangement, as the se.ati- 
ments ol the community, at large are so Strongly 
with him. Tne threats which are made promise all 
the enormities of Sheffield, but courage to carry 
them out is probably lacking.

Club at Jerome Park, in this year of joyous memory 
and new-born hopes—1870. 


Tbe Racine. 


Tlie closing day of the spring meeting of the 


American Jockey Club was one that will long be re 
membered by those who were iu attendance, as 
the races that came off were all of a character to 
give general satisfaction. Five races were run of 
the seven announced oil the programme, the otlier 
two ending in a walk over and a forfeit. The sports 
of the day opened with a hurdle race, with five 
starters, and was won in gallant style by Lobelia, 
who beat Oysterman, Jr., Bohannon, Viley and W. F. 
Bacon. Tne latter broke down after running a mile, 
aud that will likely be the end Of his career on the 
turf. 


The second race was tlie Jockey Club Handicap, 


for which there were eighteen entries; but when tne 
horses were called to the post only three put m an 
appearance. 
These were Mr. Bibcock's chestnut 


horse Helmbold, Mr. Eckerson's chestnut horse San- 
ford and Mr. Bowie's bay norse Legatee. The trio 
made a pretty race of it throughout, running side 
and side nearly all the way until near tne nnlsli, wiiea 
Ilelmbold shot away from the others and wou by 
several lengths. 


The tliird race was between Mr. Belmont's bay 
horse Glenelg and Messrs. Turdy & Withers' chest- 
nut horse Yespucius, one mile and three-quarters, 
lor the Consolation premium. Glenelg won a good 
race, beauna Vespucius half a dozen lengths. The 
latter was tlie favorite. 
The fourth event on tlie programme was for a 
premium of $1,000, a dash of three miles, but there 
were no norses at Jerome Park to contend with 
Helmbold, and he cantered around the track three 
times and received the money. 
The fifth event on the card was a match for 
$1,000 a side, half forfeit, mile heats, between Mr. 
O'Fallon's chestnut colt Atulone, by Lexington, dam 
Alabama, and Mr. Belmont's chestnut colt Fenian, 
by Mickey Free, dam Soilletta. The latter met with 
some injury lately, aud Mr. Belmont paid forfeit, 
Atlilone came on the course, galloped around and 
received the forfeit. 
The sixth announcement was the Hunters' Plate 


of $1,000, to be ridden by members of tlie club. Tills 
was run for by live very good horses, and was really 
the event or the day. The starters were Mr. H. S.

AnflfrhCe 
they are well aware that the citizens, of New 
York have acted hospitably toward^ tfiem, and in 
many ways demonstrated their gjntjiathy for tne un- 
fortunates, the Indians iry^gfaa that when trotted 
about they are regarded by the people as a human 
menagerie, Although not yet publicly announced, 
the fact DTiiot concealed mat Red cloud, as the chief-

Retiring comfortably on Tuesday night Bed Cloud 


and friends arose betimes yesterday morning, and

planatory of the accumulated wrongs done to his 
tribe. They have been allowed to prolong their stay 
in the citor until this evening by the Secretary of the 
Interior, when they will set out for their native 
prairie. Bed Cloud seemed rataer disinclined to 
speas yesterday, bat win doubtless clve full expres- 
sion to his sentiments at the meeting fco-day. 
At hair nast twelve o'clock yesterday afternoon 
carriages drawn by four horses were in waiting for 
the Indians, and amidst a dense throng they stepped 
in and drove up Broadway, attracting great atten- 
tion, to which, however, they gave but little heed. 
The party consisted of General Smith, U. S. A., Mr. 
Douglass, R. G. Beauvals, John Richard. J. 
M'Cluskey, Red Cloud, Red Dog, Brave Bear, 
Little Bear. Yellow Bear. Sitting Bear, BUCK 
SUn, 
Black Hawk, Tall Wolf, 
Long Wolf, 
Sword, Brave, Afraid, Red Fly, Rock Bear, lie Crow, 
Living Bear, Red Shirt, and four squaws. The car- 
riages proceeded at a rapid pace, the Indians mean- 
while seeming perfectly indifferent to the glances 
directed at them Irom all sides. They proceeded up 
Fifth avenue to the Central Park, where they ex- 
pressed their admiration of the beautiful views 
wruch surrounded them. Having witnessed all that 
was to be seen m the Central Part they were driven

Some of the carriages, however, having gone more 
rapidly than others, the party w.is separated during 
the races — an event which gave Ked Cloud much un- 
easiness. 
The Indians arrived on the ground about three 
o'clock and at once became the observed of all ob- 
servers, but were exceedingly and lu fact tradition- 
ally stoical In their attention to the brilliant scene 
sketched panorama-like before them. They paid lit- 
tle or no regard to the great and magnlliceut throng 
of brilliant equipages, superb attire, the bevies 
of 
beautiful ladles 
and 
the 
gallant 
and 
distinguished men. But one feature of the display 
'aid at last rivet their attention, and that was the 
actual racing. Red Cloud h.mself was particularly 
fascinated by the display, and evinced his approba- 
tion of the amusement by very significant gestures. 
It was afterwards understood, however, that li;s 
impression of the rates was that no very great skill 
m horsemanship was shown. In fact, tue eques- 
trianism, viewed from his standpoint of tlie prairie 
as an arena, and a gnawing appetite lor a meal of 
a fleeing builalo as ttie premium, was decidedly 
mediocre. 
While at tlie c'lib Inuse tlie party was regaled 
with wine, but they evidently did not rulisU it, and 
only partlcilly indulged In it. The fla\ or seemed m- 
s;pid or otherwise ni&tasteful to Lh&tn. TMeysubse- 
aueutly visited the Grand Stand, and, having viewed 
is occupants and the course for a brier time, took 
tluir departure before Hie last ol tne race, had bi.cn 
finished, and returned as they proceeded, arriving 
at tne St. Klclio'.ai Hotel about (went} minutes past 
six o'clock. They then dine.l, receiv me uo visitors.

Terpsichorean feats performed. The Bears andWolvt'S 
neither showed nor expressed any appreciation of 
the spectacle, but looked vacantly dunn? tlie entire 
evening. A grim smile, however, came o\ or their 
steical visages when Ajax, the grotesque, kept jump- 
ing up and down. Tliey were more bi-»iUleied than. 
displeabed by the dazzl.us e.xhlbttion. 
"Cloudy 
Tan" and "Red Spots," as Fisk Has designated tneni, 
were certainly more appreciative man any of their 
brethren. It was rumored that the Colonel was en- 
tering into negotiations with Bed Cloud to build a 
railroad Irom this to sunset In order to cliecKmaie 
VantrerbUt, who, it was said, haa already contracted 
for a railroad Irom Kew York to dawn. The Indians 
lolt Hie opera House shortly alter ten o'clock for the 
St. Nicholas Hotel, anu retired soon altei their ar- 
rival. 


TOE UBEEl&L CLUB. 


Address on Currency by Alex. Buliaar. 


Last evening the Kew York Liberal Club held tlieir 


thirty-fifth regular meeting m their rooms. No. 23 
Third avenue. There was, as usual, a larsre attend- 
ance. Mr. Alexander D.'lmar read a very able paper 
upon the subject of currency, n hicli bore uumistak 
ablcevidence oflong and careful pi epamtion and was 
warmly applauded throughout. Mr. Delmar began 
Ins remarks by sayinc that if tlie currency 
of the 
world 
were suddenly increased 
the 


effect would be most injurious to society, because 
with it the masses would be obliged to buy at the 
prices of to-day, and for a long time still be obliged 
to soil tlielr labor at ihe prices of yesierdiy. If the 
currency were suddenly diminished the effect would 
be beneficial to society for the opposite reason. 
Wealth would be distributed, and though capitalists 
would suffer the masses would gain. '-Suddenly," 
ia this connection, said the speaker, meaus a differ- 
ent period of t.me m diiteseul countries. In 
tins country it means within one montn, be- 
cause trade strikes are 
accomplished on the 
average within one month. When the currency is 
slowly or gradually increased or diminished, how- 
ever, precisely the opposite effects follow. 


An Increase or diminution of the currency of the 
world depends upon the precious metals and the 
world's progress m honesty; for the precious metals 
furnish coin and honesty promotes credit, and cur- 
rency is composed of both. The speaker here ooluted 
out very clearly tne distinction between a legal ten- 
der or redeemable credit currency, and time credits, 
such, for instance, as promissory notes, &c. 
To solve the question of the future financial con- 
dition of this country but one tliintr is necessary, 
said the speaker, aud that is perfect freedom. But, 
since we cannot have this, let us have the next best 
thing-, the repeal of the discriminating and prohib- 
itive act which taxes State bank circulation and was 
passed July IS, 1866. so that the three systems — 
greenbacks, national ban^s and Stjte oanks— may 
start upon equal ground before the law.
